MEASURES. 


A Thorough Exploration of the Alas~ 
kan Interior Proposed. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Presa.| A bill providing for 
the systematic exploration of the in- 
terior of Alaska is likely to receive the 
consideration of Congress soon. It 
provides that the Secretary of War 
shall send a party into the interior of 
Alaska, and appropriates $100,000 to 
defray the expenses of the expedition. 
It is proposed that the party remain 
three yeafs in orderthat the observa- 
tions may be absolutely trustworthy, 
and finally set at rest the various and 
conflicting reports regarding Alaskan 
‘Territory. 

The Secretary of War warmly ap- 
proves the plan and recommended the 
passage of the billin his annual re- 
port. When the bill becomes a law 
Lieut. L. W. Ve Kennon will, without 
doubt, be one of the army officers de- 
tailed to accompany the expedition. 
AN ELECTIONS BILL AMENDMENT. 
Senator Pasco today introduced an 
amendment to the pending LIlec- 


tions Bill. provides that it 
Shall be unlawful for per- 
son to pay or promise to pay 


money to induce persons to vote or re- 
frain from voting; to promise employ- 
ment as supervisor of election to iuflu- 
ence a vote, to receive money or ap- 
pointment with that object, and to en- 
deavor to influence employés in their 
voting,on penaltyof $500 tine and impris- 
onment forone year. It requires the offi- 
cers of political organizations to file 
with the clerk of the House itemized 
Statements of the receipts and expen- 
ditures of political funds, and the same 
statements are required from candi- 
dates for Representatives, under like 
penalties. 
BULLION SPECULATION,

making the agreement the party is not 
the owner of the property. It also 
prohibits any stock exchange from list- 
ing any gold or silver certificates.

ANew Steamship Line Established 
in South Amarica. 


ceived at the Bureau of Améri¢an “Re- 
publics of the establishment of a new 
line of steamers on the west coast of 
South America, in opposition to the 
Pacific Steam Navigation Company 
and South American Steamship Com- 
pany. The capital is mostly furnished 
by merchants and bankers of Valpar- 
aiso and Santiago, Chili, and $5,000,- 
000 are already subscribed. The Minis- 
ter of the Interior of Chili recom- 
mended the payment of a subsidy simi- 
lar to that now paid to the South Amer- 
ican Steamship Company. 

The bureau has also received infor- 
mation that the government of 
Ecuador, which hitherto had no coin- 
age, has recently arranged for the pro- 
duction of asupply of silver money to 
be coined at the national mint of 
Chili. 3 

TNE COINAGE COMMITTEE, 

The House Coinage Committee today 
elected Mr. Wyckhbam of Ohio chair- 
man, to succeed Mr. Conger, who re- 
signed to become Minister to Brazil. 
The bill introduced by Mr. Carter of 
Montana was ordered favorably re- 
ported. Jt provides that gold gcoin 
may be exchanged for gold bars, but 
gives the Director of the Mint power 
to use his discretion to impose for such 
exchange charge which shall 
equal the cost of manufacturing them.

The effect of the death of Sitting 
Bull is problematical. He was not a 
chief, in the sense of being a leader in 
battle, and never has been addressed 
as chief, but the wily ambitious old 
rascal, with more of tbe politician in 
him than is ordinarily credited to the 
savage, by working on the super- 
stitions and fears of the .Ina 
dians, gained whatever prestage he 
had, and just how those who survive 
him will take his death cannot be 
estimated. ‘The other leaders, whe 
hated him, will surely not seek te 
avenge his death. Still he had gained 
considerable following among the 
ghost-daucers, and these may attempt 
something in revenge, The people 
around Bismarck and in the neighbor- 
hood of the Standing Rock Agency are 
greatly wrought up over the killing and 
express tear for the outcome. They 
think that the followers that Bull had 
at the time of his death will attack the 
scattered settlers along the frontier 
and kill whom they can. 

The scene atthe agency today was 
indescribable. The death of the In- 
dian policemen, the flower of the tribe, 
will be mourned by their squaws for 
weeks, and the old warriors will join 
in mourning forthe present. It will 
be a grand Indian funeral these police- 
‘men will have, and the death-song will 
continue for weeks. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Dee. 16.—The Jour- 
nal’s Bismarck (N. D.) special says:

THE JURY WERE OUT AN HOUR, 


Four of the Twelve in Favor of 
of $50,000, but a Compromise 
Effected on $25,000-A° 
‘General Surprise. 


Jessie and “Baby Bess” were bappy last 
evening, and more particularly, Jessie, for 
she could realize .the full measure of the 
good fortune that had befallen her, She 
had just been awarded a verdict for $25,000 
damages against the wealthy cattlewan and 
eapitalist, Jacob S. Taylor, on the ground 
that he had seduced her and was the father 
of her illegitimate child, - 

After oeing out about two hours, one of 
which was spent partaking of dinner, the 
jury returved a verdict for the plaintiff, 
with damages assessed as above stated. 

A SUBPRISE. 

The verdict was a suprise to a great many 
peop'e, and when the intelligence of the 
fact that it had been returned became 
noised over the ‘streets last night it caused 
no littl comment. But few parties who 
had beard and whohad read the evidence 
returned in the case ever dreamed that Jes- 
sie Marshall would be given a verdict in the 
sum of $26,000. A great many were of the 
opinion that she would not be given a ver- 
dict at all. 

, _ & RESUME OF THE CASE, 

For nine days this Marshall-Taylor dam- 
age suit has occupied the exclusive atten- 
tion of a jury in Department Five of the 
Superior Court. The plaintiff, a young 
girl, aged about nineteen, was formerly a 
waiter girl in the hotel at Del Mar, owned 
and conducted by ‘laylor, the defendant. 
She a ate that in October of 1838, by 
means vf various deceits, which he prac- 
ticed upon her, he became criminally inti- 
mate with her, and that this intimacy con- 
tinued over a period of some time; that 
finally she became pregnant, and in the 
eariy partof June, 1559, was forced to leave 
the hotel and go to San Diezo, where on 
August 22, 1889, she gave birth tu a bounc- 
ing baby girl, of which ‘Taylor is the 
father, which was born out of wedlock and 
which she has named “Bess.” : 

The defendent, Jacob 8. Taylor, is a man 
48 years of age, with a wife and three chil- 
dren, He denied on the st:nd that he...was 
ever criminally intimate with Jessie, and 
claimed that he — treated her as he did 
the; other girls employed in his hotel. 


__ For the detendant, Dennis O’Brien and 
Charlies Reiter both testified that they had 


held criminial relations with Jessie between 
October of 1885 and January of 1889. A 
Statement was also introduced in evidence 
by the defense in which Jessie stated that 
Harry Bostwick was the father of the 
“Baby Bess,” then

KAWEAH COLONISTS. 


CHARGED WITH CUTTING TIMBER 
ON GOVERNMENT LAND. 


The Hearing Before Commissioner 

Van Dyke Yesterday—A Strong 

' Array of Legal Talent En- 
gaged- The Testimony. 


The rooms of the Master in Chancery in 
the United States Court building yesterday 
were lively all day. ‘The trustees of the 
Kaweah Codperative Colony were undergo- 
ing their preiiminary examination on a 
charge of cutting timber on government 
land, and the room was thronged with wit- 
nesses from the hills and their Los Angeles 
friends, 

The defendants appeared in person, and 
by their counsel, Henry C. Dillon, a former 
Denver attorney, who afier years of litiga- 
tion secured forthe Farmers’ Alliance of 
Colorado a decision of the Supreme Court 
that “the people of that State own the water 
thereof.” Hou. W. W. Morrow and his. 
partner, Frederick 8. Stratton, and Walter 
Gallagher of San Francisco were entered as 
also of counsel, though not appearing at 
this prelimiuary stage of the game. In the 
absence of the District Attorney, who was 
ili, ex-Senator Cornelius Cole appeared in 
conduct of the prosecution, . 
I. Taylor, J. J. Martin, Wiliam 
and Hi. Habbard were. informed against 
for “cutting timber on Government land,” 
and “for cutting timber on a forest reserva- 
tion.” They are the trustees of the Bellamy 
Colo in Tulare county, and the story 
drawn out in court today seemed like 
romance reduced to reality. 

‘The Government land agent, Caldwell, 
was the first witness called, and an effort 
was made to show that the lands off of 
which it is claimed timber has been cut by 
the colony, were apart of the Na- 
tional Sequoia Park.” ltwas shown, how- 
ever, that the Park forest was fully sixteen 
miles south of the colony, separated from 
it by gorges and caflens which were iimpas- 
sable. An inspection of the information 
developed the further fact that defendants 
were not even there charged with destroy- 
ing any of the Sequoia, and this piece of 
proot then feli to the ground and with it, of 
course, all the tales that have been afloat 
concerning ‘“‘devastations in the Grant 
forest.” 

The Government called as additional wit- 
nesses Messrs. Barnard, — Evans, 
Young, Moody, Davidson and Betz, and 
their examination took up all the forenoon. 

At the close of their evidence Dilion 
moved to dismiss upon the grounds that the 
evidence failed to show that the cutting 
wa3 upon Government land, the admissions 
and the testimony all being that the cutting 


was upon colony land, he © holding 
that this evidence was _ sufficient 
to rebut even the presumption 


derived from the treaty of Guadeloupe Hi- 
dalgo “that all lauds are Government 
lands.” Upon the further ground also that 
under the statute prosecutions couid be had 
only for cutting timber on lands reserved 
by the Secretary of the Navy and that these 
lands had been so reserved had not been 
shown. And uponthe further ground it 
must be shown that under the Forest Reser- 
vation Act of October 1, 1890, these c lony 
lands did not come under the exceptions 
noted in the act, that is *‘bona fida entries,” 
which showing had not been mde. Fur- 
ther upon the ground that under the statute 
it must be shown that live oak or red cedar 
trees had been cut and that all the testi- 
mony was tothe effect that only fir and 
pine had been felled. Further that the tes- 
timony showed that the titnber cut was used 
for dwellings and other improvements of 
bona fide settiers and not for export er sale, 
and that such use was permitted by statute 
on all public lauds, Further, that the evi- 
dence failed to show that the cutting was 
unlawful in any sense; that it showed that 
the colonists filed on the land in question 
nearly five years ago, that they cumplied 
with all of the forms required by law, and 
that their cases are still pending before the 
Land Department. ‘That the testimony 
shows in the defendants a vested right of 
which even Congress cannot deprive them. 
That it shows good faith and thus the sb- 
sence of criminal intent; and finally, that 
there was no evidence whatever of any tim- 
ber being cut since the act of October 1, 
1890 


Commissioner Van Dyke listened with 
closest attention to the arguments of the 
counsel and the reply of the United States 
Attorney, and then announced the ques- 
tions raised were so deep and vital that he 
should be compelled to reserve his opinion 
forsome days. Defendants were asked 
whether in view of this they would take a 
postponement or put ip their defense in the 
afternoon, subject, of course, to the motion 
for dismissai. decided upon the lat- 
ter course, and at 2p. m., put Burnette G. 
Haskell, chairman of the Board of ‘Trustees 
and chief attorney of the colouy, on the 
stand. For two hours, without an objection 
or interruption of counsel, be detailed the 
history of Kaweah,of its iands taken up five 
years ago, the fields planted, the houses 
built, the vineyards set out, the = irri- 
gation ditches constructed and the famous 
road twenty miies long built up the sides of 
the precipitous cafion of the North Fork, 
rising to an elevation of 7000 feet and open- 
ing up the timber for use. He told of the 
sixty families on the grounds, atthe school, 
the kindergarten, and wound up by describ- 
ing simply how, atthe very time the de- 
fendants were here charged with devastating 
the timber lands of Uncie Sam, four heroic 
women were fighting the forest flames 
lighted by the unscrupulous stockmen and 
kept them in check until after twelve hours 
the men of the colony arrived aud finally 
extinguished theconfligration. sie said the 
colonists ‘had extinguished twenty-three 
such fires in the past five years and had it 
not been for Kaweah colony in all proba- 
bility every ridge would have been burned 


on.

California’? which has come into exist- 
ence within the past few years, which 
is settled by an Eastern community 
baving but limited association with, or 
interest in, the “Old California,” 
which was settled by an immigration 
from the Eastern States and from the 
European world drawn to the Pacific 
Coast by the gold discoveries of the 
earlier days. Southern California 


and distinct immigration as dif- 
ferent from .and as unlike the 
men who came gold-hunting in 
1849 as it is possible to conceive. This 
immigration came to the lower portion 
of our State in pursuit of health, and 
for the purpose of enjoying climate, 
and to raise semi-tropical fruits, or- 
anges, nuts and pomegranates. The 
people who came to Los Angeles in 
1888, who created Pasadena, built the 
marvelous hotel at Coronado Beach, 
and boomed the southern portion of 
the State—came in Pullman palace- 
cars, came with fortunes and specu- 
lative hopes. It was as remarkable, 
curious and distinctivean immigration 
as came to California in the gold- 
gambling days of 1849, on mule. 
back over the mountains and in 
covered Ox-wagons across the plains, 
in ships around the Horn and across 
the Isthmus of Panama. The immigra- 
tion. of 1849 came to an unknown 
country, across unknown routes, and 
over oceans and seas untraveled, and 
along coasts and continents whose 
shores were unexplored; they came 
with implements for gold digging, of 
which they knew but little, with 
pans for washing and rockers for 
gathering gold from the placer dig- 
gings. ‘the men of ’49 were adventur- 
ous, hardy mortals, young and strong; 
they were pioneers and argonauts, 
prospecting for treasures in an unex- 
plored wilderness of hills and valleys. 
The ship Argos, that came out from the 
shadows of prehistoric times in Eastern 
lands, laden with heros to search for 
the golden fleece, endured no greater 
dangers and passed through no more 
heroic struggles than did the gold- 
miners when they came to California 
in the gold-hunting period, - Some few 
of them drifted off into the Southern 
portion of the State, married into 
ranchers’ families, and led the life of 
easy indolence in dolce far niente enjoy- 
ment of climate and watermelons. 
The young generation grew up ip com- 
fortable enjoyment of warm and cloud- 
less days and cool nights that make a 
blanket comfortable, a climate that al- 
dispensed. with any. -wants 
beyond those of spurs and lariats for 
the enjoyment of horseback exercise, a 
Panama sombrero, a hammock for the 
indulgence of a noon-day siesta, and a 
guitar for love-making in the balmy, 
sweet-scented evenings, amid orange- 
groves and vineyards. Into this coun- 
try and climate, this land of fruits and 
easy indolence, there came by rail, in 
Pullman coaches, rich men with their 
families—wives who were literary, 
daughters who were romantic, and 
sons who were gentlemen—came in 
six days,and in their pockets they 
brought money to buye lands and 
houses, Groves of fruit, pomegran- 
ates, and olives surrounded  ele- 
gant dwellings that sprang from 
the ground as if by § magic. 
Luxury and ease were the more en- 
joyable because they had struck the 
land of plenty, where fortunes multi- 
plied and wealth increased. The farm 
and field of today become tomorrow an 
extensive city, with its streets and 
plagas, ita parks and drives; public 
buildings and private mansions, ob- 
tained an imaginative locality; pros- 
pective rents gave incomes inexhaust- 
ible, and society molded itself into en- 
during shape. These people have 
passed through some of the inconven- 
lences that occasionally attend hopes 
anticipated and results not fully real- 
ized. In some places where great cities 
were expected they § failed to 
materialize, and itis not too much to 
say thatsome of the dreams of |uxu- 
rious wealth were broken by a painful 
awakening. Dut all the same, the two 
extremes of our State represent a dif- 
ferent people, and a different.history, 
aud the result is a different commu- 
nity with different interests and differ- 


ent sentiments, as widely and distinctly 
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different as two parts of an English- 
speaking race can be. Though we of 
the North think it treason to induige 
the hope of division and the expecta- 
tion of a “Southern California” 
that shall embrace the southern 
and the sea-coast counties below 
Santa Barbara, and the place 
where the southern railroad lifts 
itself over the ehachapi Mountains 
from the valley of the San Joaquin, 
the fact still remains that the time is 
not remote when there shall be possible 
two Californias on the Pacific Coast, 
when there shall be two State govern- 
ments in friendly rivalry, developing 
the splendid land that fronts the Pa- 
cific, and looks westward to Eastern 
realms through the Golden Gate, and 
over thesands at Coronado and the 
beach that skirts our southern coun- 
ties. 

The election of Col. Markham to be 
Governor of California, brings with it 
no hastening of. the probable division 
of the State, but rather emphasizes 
the facttbat the division is at least 
four years further from realization 
than it would be had he not been cho- 
sen Governor by the overwhelming ma- 
jority that he has secured. Beaten by 
his opponent, the Mavor of San Fran- 
cisco, in this city by 211 majority, yet 
in the capital city Col. Markbam beats 
Mayor Pond by a decisive majority. 
Col. Markham is now preparing Lo take 
up his residenco at the capital 
in a hired house, forthe State is too 
profligate in its expeuditures to furnish 
the chief executive with a piace of res- 
idence, a piece of economy to be depre- 
cated when we reflect that during the 
last two years of Gov. Waterman, $12,- 
000,000 have been provided for the ex- 
penses of the State, and that institu- 
tions, homes, retreats and asylums 
have been provided for the criminal, 
the insane, the orphaned, the deaf, 
the blind, the sick, the incurable, Mag- 
dalens, hoodlums, idiots and drunk- 
urds—all are looked out for by 
generous State and city govern- 
ments; money, to the extent of hun- 
dreds of thousands, is expended for 
orphanages and lying-in asylums un- 


der the charge of monks and 
nuns of the Church of Rome, 
with no mode of ascertaining 


how it is expended, but the Governor, 
with his family, must house himself. 

‘nis isan outlay that might be pro- 
perly indulgedin if money was less 
generously expended in additional or- 
namentation of the more distant local- 
ities of the State. Gov. Markham has 
been to Sacramento, has hired him a

The Season’s Shipments and the 
Farm Income. 

VACAVILLE (Cal.,) Dec. 16.—[By the 
Associated Press.] During the season 
of 1890 there were 662 cars of green and 
dried fruit shipped to Eastern points, 
as follows: Dried fruits and apricots, 
383 carloads; peaches, 25; prunes, 16; 
raisins, 11; grapes, 5; nectarines, 4; 
peeled peaches, 2; pears, 2; tigs, 2; sun- 
dry smbll lots,1. In addition to this 
fuily 1000 carloads of green and dried 
fruits were shipped to San Francisco 
and other local points. There are yet 
remaining in the valley, according to 
estimates made, about three cars of 
raisins, one of apricots and five of 
peaches. Returns from this amount of 
fruit, according to the best estimates, 
place the net income, after freight and 
commissions are deducted, very close 
to $1,250,000.

New HAVEN (Ct.,) Dee. 16.—[By 
the Associated Press.} Maj.-Gen. Al- 
fred H. Térry, on the retired list of the 
United States Army, died this morn- 
ing. For three years th’ general has 
,been suffering from Bright’s disease, 
and it was from this that death re- 
sulted, 


[Gen. Alfred Howe Terry was born 
on the 10th of November, 1827, -at 
Hartford, Ct. He was educated in the 
schools of New Haven and at the Yale 
Law School, but having been admitted 
to the bar, did not graduate. He was 
in command of the Second Regiment 
Connecticut National Guard when the 

war broke out, and enlisted for three 
mouths upon President Lincoln’s proc- 
lamation. After the battle of Bull 
Run, at which he was present, he re- 
turned to Connecticut, organized the 
Seventh Regimen: volunteers of that 
State, and was mustered into the .ser- 
vice again as its colonel. 

He was present with his regiment at 
the capture of Port Royal, 8. C., and 


also at the siege of Fort Pu- 
laski, of which he was placed 
in command after its capture. 


On the 25th of April, 1862, he was 
made brigadier-general of volunteers 
and served at the battle of Pocotaligo 
and in the operations against Charles- 
He also cuiiducted a successful 
demonstration up Stone River during 
the descent upon Morris Island: and 
was at the action on Jones Island. 7 

During the seige of Forts*Wagner 
and Sumter he was in command of 
Morris Islund, and afterward was as- 
signed to the command of the North- 
ern District of the Department of the 
South, In August, 1864, he was 
brevetted major-general of volunteers 
and became permanent commander of 
tife Tenth Army Corps. He com- 
manded at the action at Chester 
Station and was engaged in the battle 


of Drewery’s Biuff, the various 
rombats in. front of Bermuda 
Hundred, the battle of Fussell’s 


Milis, the action at Deep Bottom, the 
siege of Petersburg, the actions on 
Newmarket Heights on the Newmar- 
ket road, the Darbytown road and the 
Williamsburg road. 

On January 2, 1865, after the failure 
of the first attempt to take Fort 
Fisher, Gen. Terry was ordered take it 
with 8000 men. On the 13th of that 
month he debarked his troops five 
miles above the fort and threw up en- 
trenchments across the peninsula be- 
tween Cape Fear River and the sea— 
two miles above the fort. After the 
landing of the troops, Admiral Porter, 
ating with Gen. Terry, opened 


_. fire on the fort, and four shots a second 


were /fired from 4:30 to 6 p. m., or 
000 in all, the heaviest bombard- 
ent of the war.

‘Terry was made brigadier-general and 
received a vote of thanks from Con- 
gress. 

Gen. Terry subsequently took part 
in the capture of Wiimington, and was 
with Sherman in North Carolina. In 
1865 he was brevetted muajor-general 
of the regular army, and sinoe the war 
he bas commanded the departments of 
Virginia, Dakota and the South. In 
1886 he was made major-general and 
‘placed in charge of tiie Division of tne 

issouri, with headquarters at Chi- 
cago, at which point he was stationed 
when he was retired in 1888. ]

The Crocheted Necktie. 

This dainty little structure hails from 
the town of Boston.

Second row, make half shell by dip- 
ping in three times in the very end of 
last shell, and continue making full 
shells until the end of that row, making 
half shell again on the end thus every 
second row will have six shells and two 
half shells, making seven shells in all. 
This keeps the sidesof the tie even. 
Shape like a four-in-hand tie—that is,

make the long-end about fifteen inches - 


by dropping a shell or half shell on each 
row until you have narrowed down to 
three shells, then continue and make 
the neck piece about fifteen inches. Be- 
gin to widen gradually and widen to 
seven shells as before.

‘Two spools of 
knitting silk are required for the scarf.

$12,274 into the valley. 

Max Neblung bas shipped forty tons 
of walnuts. At the same price his 
shipments will bring in $7,200. The 
walnut crop of the valley will amount 
this season to $20,000. 

Mr. Kroeger gathered 260 pounds of 
nuts from one tree. At 9 cents this 
would be $23.40. If these trees are 
planted forty feet apart, givingtwenty- 
seven trees per acre, the income will 
be $631 per acre, There is money in 
walnuts.

Rumored re in the Southern 
Pacific—The Milford Extension 
to’ Be Completed by the 
Union Pacific Road.

LA CRESCENTA, Dec. 13.—[{To the 
Editor of THe TimMeEs.| When the 
Eastern visitors who have been rap- 
idly whirled into the heart of this 


| semi-tropic country on board express 


(rains, get out and go leisurely abroad 
to view. the wonders of our clime, 
their attention is first attracted to the 
beauties and novel sights that they 
ure unaccustomed to in, their own 
homes. They take note of the huge 
cacti and century plants: the tall, 
rank, bapvana Stalke, with their broad 
leaves; the palms and the pepper 
trees; the exuberant out-door growth 
of geraniums and calla lilies, and the 
royal wealth and profusion of roses; 
and for aie time these new 
and strange things fill their minds 
with wonder and delight. Butif you 
are with them, you will after a while 
begin to hear murmurs.and complaints. 
Ilaving satisfied themselves in a meas- 
ure looking at the things that we have, 
they begin, to use a paradoxical ex- 
pression, to observe the things that we 
have not. ‘Until in time, in the minds 
of many of them, the beauties that we 
lack, and that they are wont to seein 
their own homes, assume proportions 
great enough to overshadow all the 
novel beauties that greet their vision 
here. Yet most of the things that the 
Easterner misses here we can witha 
very little trouble supply ourselves 
with, Among the most prominent of 
the things missed might be mentioned 
shade trees and green grass, Visit- 
ors ride through our city streets 
and over our country’ roads 
in the broad glare of the sun 
till they fairly pine fora little shade 
and overhanging green. to modify the 
tiresome, monotonous’ brightness, 
Occasionally they encounter a few 
straggling troes on one side the street, 
and at rare points for a short distance 
they enjoy the grateful privilege of 
passing beneath a bower formed by 
the arching branches of fine old pep- 
per trees on both sides the way, or of 
riding through an avenue bounded on 
either side with rows of tall eucalypti. 
But these occasions are so rare as to 
make the contrast the more insuffer- 
able, while grass is uthing that we 
are total strangers to along our high- 
ways. We might congratulate our- 
selves upon the fact that grass does 
not grow in our strepts were it not for 
another humiliating fact that weeds 
do, and to wost people grass is a more 
pleasing sight than weeds. 

There bas been much talk at various 
times of a boulevard from Pasadena to 
Los Angeles and on to Santa Monica, 
wod if ever elfected it will be & grand 
thing and will, no doubt, be beautifully 
shaded all the way. But without 
waiting for the consummation of such 
a scheme, wecan, with a very, little 
personal effort on the part of each one, 
greatly beautify all of our streets and 
highways, and wake the whole of our 
favorite seml-tropic Lome much more 
lovely and attractive.
